SERMON FOLLOWS 
ACADEMIC MARCH 


Dr. John Aberly, president of the 
Lutheran theological seminary here 
pointed members of the senior class 
of Gettysburg college to the way of I 
•Christ — service and sacrifice — In

life'’ in a sermon delivered Sunday

the annual baccalaureate service.

The i 
path of service and sacrifice leads to i 
the high heights of the abundant 
life.” 
The services in the theatre fol­ 
lowed an academic procession from 
the college campus.

faculty led tho seniors.

processional, 
the 
assemblage 
sang the hymn “Beautiful Savior! 
King of Creation!” after which the 
Scripture lesson was read by the 
Rev. Dwight F Putm an, pastor of 
the College Lutheran church. 
He 
read from the eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews, beginning at the twenty- 
third verse. 
Text Found in Exodus 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
W illiam C. W altemyer, an alumnus 
of the college of the class of 1908 and 
now* professor of English Bible at 
the college. 
Following the singing 
of the hymn. “O Love That Will Not 
Let Me Go.” the baccalaureate ser­ 
mon was delivered by Doctor Aber­ 
ly. 
Taking his text from Exodus 3 5; 
“Pot off thy shoes from off thy fret 
for the plat* whereon thou standpat 
is holy ground." Doctor Aberly spoke 
of those who can see the divine in 
the things of this world. 
“I crave for you the 'spark from 
above'." Doctor Aberlv stated. “That 
spark Is the one thing that your 
Alma Mater, your parents and your 
friends pray for you on this day of 
self-dedication." 
With the statement that “the phil­ 
osopher had truth on his side when 
he said that human progress began 
when man learned to say ‘no’.”

Dr. E. IieRoy Mercer, dean of the 
department of physical education 
at the University 
of Pennsylvania, 
and who received the doctor of sci­ 
ence degree 
at the 
104th com­ 
mencement exercises of Gettysburg 
college today, was born at Kennett 
Square. He is a member of the So­ 
ciety of Friends 
and received his 
preparatory 
school 
education 
at 
George school. 
He first attracted attention in the 
athletic world when, at the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Pennsylvania’s 
inter­ 
scholastic games in the spring of 
1909, he created a new world’s rec­ 
ord of 12 feet 2 inches for the pole 
vault. 
Entering the university in 
the fall of that year, he became a 
candidate for the freshman football 
team. In spite of the fact that he 
had never played football, young 
Mercer quickly mastered the game 
end won a position at end. 
His varsity 
football 
career was 
unusually brilliant. 
Having played 
end on 
his freshman team, 
the 
coaches naturally continued him in 
this position when lie went out for 
the varsity. But after the first two 
games of the season, at end, the

found that

They tell me Hecht supplies a 
major portion of the actual writing 
while MacArthur contributes most 
of the “situations’’ and funny ideas. 
Hecht himself Is one of the fastest 
craftsmen in the business and can 
turn out copy with dizzying speed. 
When an idea assails him he frets 
until it is on paper. Charlie, on the 
other hand, writes only when the 
mood strikes him or when he is 
compelled to meet a dead-line.
